CHEATHAM PLEADS GUILTY 
TO WURZBURGER MURDER 





Slayer of Pawnbroker Smiles When He Is Sen- 
tenced to Lie Inprisonment, and Father 
of Victim Has to Ee Restrained. 





Samuel A. Cheatham, the confessed 
murderer of George Wurzburger, 


jeweler, and pawnbroker, withdrew his; 


plea of not guilty in the Crimina! Court 
Monday when he was vlaced on trial 
end was sentenced by Judge Kinsey to 
the penitentiary for life. Cheatham re- 
ceived the sentence with a smile. 

As soon as court opened Cheathau: 
Was brought in by a deputy sheriff, «~- 


companied by Harry Walsh. his attor- 
pey. Cheatham was‘ neatly attired tn 
a new gray suit. He took a seat at the 
counsel table and glanced around sm‘! 
ingly. Attorney Walsh arose and sail 
the accused want to withdraw Lis 
plea of not guilty. ~~ 

Judge Kinsey had ish and Cheat'i- 
am approach the bench and questioned 
Cheatham to satisfy himself that the 
accused wanted to plead guilty. 
’ "Then, with Cheatham standing at the 
rail in front of him, the Judge said the 
pr‘soner would be allowed to withdraw 
his plea of not guilty and plead guilty 
to murder in the first degree. The pun- 
ishment that could be inflicted under 
that plea was death or life imprison- 
ment. 
Imprisonment for Life. 


In consideration of the fact that the; 


accused had relieved the State of the 
burden of proving him guilty and in 


view of the further fact that there was} 


a widespread sentiment against the in- 
fliction of the death penalty, in which 
the Court shared to some extent,, the 
Judge decided punishment would be im- 
prisonment for life. 

Julius Wurzburgef. father of George 
Wurzgburger, had been sitting in a jury 
chair straining to hear all that was saia. 
Although he had. given his assent to 
the acceptance of a plea of guilty and 
the infliction of the life penalty. he 
eould not restrain himself as Cheat- 
ham, with a smile on his face, Was 
led toward the door by a - Deputy 
Sheriff. . 

With his eyes fixed on Cheatham and 
his face aflame with passion, he start- 
ed to his feet, with clenched hands and 
a muttered imprecation. Sheriff Nolte 
caught him by the shoulders and force: 
him back into his chair and bending 
over him, admonished him to contro: 
himself. 


Crumples in Chair. 

As the door closed behind Cheathaii, 
Wurzburger crumpled in his chair,. quiv- 
ering and twitching, buried his face in 
his hands and sobbed. When he hana 
in a measure regained control of him- 
self he was led from the courtroom b) 
friends and went to the office of Cir- 
cult Attorney Jones. 

After thanking Jones for his assist- 
ance in bringing the slayer of his son 
to justice, Wurzburger said he had no

statement to make except to express. hi: 
appreciation of the treatment that had 
been accorded him and his family by 
the Cirenit Attorney's office, the police 
and fhe press 

Jones said he was confident thai 
Cheatham would have been convicted, 
hut there was no telling What punish- 
ment a jury would prescribe. Attorney 
Walsh had taken up 
the question of a plea of guilty, and had 
informed him Saturday that the piea 
would probably be entered, but he. did 
not know until court opened Mondzsy 
whether this would be done. 

HRobbery His Motive. 

Cheatham shot George Wurzburger 
the night of Jan. 21 in the store of 
the Cowperwait Jewelry Co., 719 Pine 
street, of which Wurzburger 
secretary. The motive was robbery. 
Wurzburger died Feb. 8 without re- 
gaining consciousness. Cheathaty 
flied. Suspicion was directed to hitn 
by a pair of cuff buttons, bearing his 
initials, which he had left in pawn. _ 

He was trailed by detectives 
through the South and to New York, 
but returned to St. Louis before they 
overtook him and was arrested here,

VASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—Miliam F. 
McCombs of New York. chairman of the 
Natnonal Democratic Committee, told 
the Clapp Committee investigating cam- 
paign funds today that $208,000 had been 
contributed to tue found this year in 
behalf of Gov. Wilson’s nomination. 

“I began this campaign for Gov, Wil- 
sou in May, 1911," he said. “For the 
first month or two the campaign was 
drected from my own office and I paid 
the expenses out of my own pocket. 
Then I established hcadquarters in New 
York. I think I ‘spent “about $10,000 
myself." Here McCombs produced a 
list of contributions to the Wilson fund. 
Following were the principal pre-nomi- 
nation contributions: 

Frederick C. Penfield, $12,000: William 
F. McCombs, $11,000; Charles N. Smith, 
$1000; Charles R. Crane, $10,000; H. J. 
Barrett, $2500; F. B. Robert, $2500;

McCombs testifved that the $12,030 
credited to Frederick C. Penfield was 
all vf the money that contributor ha? 
given. Senator Dixen of the: Roosevelt 
forces had testified he understood Pe- 
feld-had made “huge contributions.” 

While his. prepared statement totaled 
only $193,565, McCombs said the total ex- 
penses for the campaign had amounted 
to $208,198. He said that represented ali 
the money expendéd and that no other 
funds had been collected and disbursed 
tc his knowledge. 

Senator Oliver questioned the witness 
about the contribution of $85,800 credit21 
to “Cleveland H. Dodge and friends.”’ 
McCombs produced a letter from Dodge, 
giving the contributors as follows: Eid- 
ward W. Sheldon, $1000; Thomas D. 
Jones, $10,500; David B. Jones, $10,500; 
Cyrus H. McCormick, $12,500, and Cleve. 
land H. Dodge, %51,300. 

McCombs said that the greater part 
of his funds was expended for publicity. 
“We had to acquaint the people of the 
United States with Gov. Wilson.” he 
said, “and a wide campaign of educa- 
tion Was necessary. 

“There is not a dollar in that sta‘e- 
ment which reflects any promise, ex- 
press or implied, on my part. No rep- 
resentations were made to anyone to 
induce him to contribute except thi 
this country, needs a man like Wilso: 
for President of the United States. mr. 
McCormick, Mr. Sheldon, Mr. Jones and 
Mr. Dodge contributed to Mr. Wilson's 
fund just as they would to Princetan 
University if Mr. Wilson was pres!- 
dent.”’

Melson, Charles P. Senter, J. H. Robles 
and Paul Jones. 

Melson said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he understood the plan was 
to place the new building on the pres- 
ent site at Taylor avenue and the Sub 
urban tracks. The institution owns ua 
large unused space there at present. 

While the sanitarium is conducted un- 
der the auspices of the Baptist Church, 
it does a general charity work, and re- 
ceives annually a part of the funds col- 
lected by the Hospital Saturday and 
Sunday Association. Dr. I, H. Cadwa!- 
lader is physician in charge. 

In its announcement of the Brown 
gift, the managing board, said: 

“We express our conviction that this 
munificent gift, representing as it doas 
the largest sum of money ever given by 
a Missouri Baptist to a denomination 
al enterprise, will place our sanita-:i- 
um out of immediate danger, and wil) 
enable it to look forward to a posi- 
tion of commanding usefulness in the 
Southwest."

We already know how employes can 
be robbed of their citizenship by the 
threat of starvation, but what we have 
seen would be small compared with 
what we might expect under Mr. Roose- 
velt’s system. 

Mr. Roosevelt innocently informs the 
public that Mr. Perkins’ support of him 
is due to his (Mr. Perkins’) interest in 
his (Mr. Perkins’) children. But does

Gov. Wilson has in his speeches clear- 
ly outlined the Democratic position. He 
is setting forth the Democratic remedy 
and drawing the line betwen business 
on a large scale, which is entirely legit- 
imate, and private monopoly, which is 
wholly wrong. The Democratic platform 
has in four campaigns declared a pri- 
vate monopoly to be indefensible and 
intolerable, and Mr. Wilson has ably 
maintained the Democratic position. 

He believes, as our party has repeat- 
edly declared, that all existing monep- 
Olies should be dissolved, and that no 
new monopolies should be allowed to 
crow up. He lays the ax at the root 
of the tree and seeks the restoration of 
competition, the only altemative te 
Government ownership. 

Government’s Power. 

The Government can regulate cerpor- 
ations engaged in legitimate business, 
but it cannot regulate private monopo- 
lies—the monopolies regulate the Gov- 
ernment. Corruption has been brought 
into city politics by the attempt effec- 
tively to regulate franchise holding cor- 
porations, and city governments have 
been driven, as a matter of self-pres- 
ervation, to the ownership of the fra :- 
chises. The Roosevelt policy of adm':- 
ting private monopolies to exist perma- 
nently, subject to regulation, would sim- 
ply end, after futile attempts at regu- 
lation, in a demand for government 
ownership. 

The Socialist believes in monopoly in 
industry, the monopoly to be owned and 
operated by the Government in the in- 
terest of the people. Mr. Roosevelt be- 
lieves in monopoly to be owned and 
operated by monopolists in their own 
interest, but under government regula- 
tion. Mr. Taft believes in maintaining 
competition, but is not in favor of the 
passage of any laws that would be ef- 
fective for the purpose. 

Mr. - Wilson believes in the absolute 
prevention of monopoly by laws that 
will make it impossible for a monepoly 
to exist. The Democratic position, +< 
Stated and defended by Mr, Wilsoa, 
ought to commend itself to those who 
believe in a government of the people, 
edministered by the people in their ewn 
interests.

EAST ST. LOUIS CHARTER VOTE. 

The vote in East St. Louis on the adaption of 
the commission plan of municipal government is 
set for Oct. 22. The Illinois law closely follows 
the one that has given excellent results in Des 
Moines and other Iowa cities. If the requisite 10 
per cent of East St. Louisans who petitioned for 
the change are suppofted by 51 per cent on elec- 
tion day, the present organization in control of 
city affairs will be succeeded by a Mayor at $4000 
a yeer and four commissioners who will act as 
city legislators as well as department heads. 

The new charter is said to be generally opposed 
by members of the existing city administration, 
but is strongly urged by many influential citi- 
zens who believe that East St. Louis can be pro- 
vided with a government of much better quality 
than the one it now has and at less cost in money. 
With unimportant exceptions, the commission 
plan has given admirable results wherever intro- 
duced. It promotes those benefits which the 
short ballot promises in facilitating a better 
choice of officials, centralizes responsibility, in- 
creases efficiency, compels office-holders to show 
greater responsiveness to the popular will, di- 
vorces politics and city business, saves the public 
money and reduces taxation. This has been the 
experience in a score and more of. Illinois towns 
- which have already adopted, the commission char- 
ter under the blanket enabling act passed in 1910. 


The crisis in East St. Louis finances has pre-j| 


pared taxpayers for almost any change giving as- 
surance of betterment. Its treasury is empty. City 
accounts are being settled in depreciated war- 
rants until the new taxes come in.

President Taft suggests to tne _governors.. of 
the states that, ‘at their next conference, they 
consider the adoption of the German plan of to- 
operative credits for the benefit of the farmers.
